A talk on Cliristma* trees, by 
Lyrurgus Long, sales representative 
for the C. H. Muss** im an company. 
Biglerville,

Mr. Long has a Christm as tree 
Plantation on Hecklers hill, on the 
Biglerville road, on which he began 
planting trees 20 years ago He told 
of planting tile trees to stop soil 
erosion and for sale later. 
To prevent loss from disease so 
'a r as possible, several varieties were 
Canted, he said, among them Scotch 
Dine, blue spruce, white pine. and 
red pine. 
M ortality runs high among the 
*.rees he said. Out of 2,500 blue 
ipruce, he said he had ten left. 
Insects, plant diseases and rabbits 
I es troy many trees, rabbits eating 
Hie roots. 
“It takes 19 to 20 years for trees 
to m ature to Christmas tree size,” 
ie 
said. “Mortality 
rate 
among 
scotch pine is only IO percent, oom- 
jared with 50 per cern for white 
>ine,” he added. "Norway spruce 
«s a good tree. but it does not hold 
he needles well In heated homes 
and 
red 
pine boughs 
bend too 
easily.”
